Smith  ic  of  the  opinion  that  conoignmento  of  green  or  l&v;  quality 
fruit  from  the  United  States,  should  be  restricted  d'oring  the  next  30  days, 
until  the  pressure  of  supplies  is.  somewhat  lighter^do    Heavy  cxpjrts  of 
eastern  apples  now  arriving  in  England  are  in  generally  poor  condition 
with  jp^ny  slack  barrels. 


\Miile  the  English  apple  crop,  as  a  whole,  is  turning  out  much 
better  than  had  been  expected,  the  crop  in  the  West  of  England  is  very 
light,  according  to  a  report  received  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
from  Consul  S.  Re  id  Thompson  at  Bristol.    Estimates  based  on  late 
Septembei  conditions  lango  from  30  to  50  per  cent  of  a  nornal  yield. 
Somerset  farmers  report  heavy  losses  through  falling.    The  crop  in  this 
country  and  Gloucestershire  will  be  about  35  per  cent  of  average.  The 
Bristol  region  ordiriarily  imports  apples  from  northern  Prance,  but  with 
France  having  a  short  crop  tiiis  year,  it  is  expected  that  increased  exports 
from  the  United  States,  Ganr.da,  and  Australia  will  be  necessary  to  supply 
tho  needs  of  this  region.
